The change in the weather, 
the reduced war tensions, and 
the cheerful new* from business 
reports, all add to a propitious 
start for the second quarter of 
1955. 
About the only immediate jar­ 
ring note is the tax deadline on 
the 13th. 
While the lawmakers 
have given us all a bit of a break 
on our taxes they are still so 
stiff as to make April 15 a date 
we shall be pleased to see in the 
background. 
W hat is an additional worry is 
the habit lawmakers have got 
into of thinking of all sorts of 
social benefits to hitch onto our 
taxes. 
The graduated income tax, of 
itself, is a ’’social” enactm ent, 
because it soaks people accord­ 
ing to their incomes. 
It has be­ 
come an “equalizer.” 
Socialists 
are strong advocates of taking 
from the well-to-do to spread 
tmong the less-well-to-do. 
This sounds well but as in all 
socialist schemes it works better 
on paper than in actual practice. 
Down through the ages it has 
been 
dem onstrated 
again 
and 
again that for the well being of 
all the people, a nation requires 
an expanding (not a shrinking) 
wealthy class. 
The more rich 
people a nation produces the bet­ 
ter off is everyone. 
America is. 
of course, the prime example of 
this economic fact. 
No nation 
on earth has produced as much 
wealth in so short a period of 
> time as has been purchased in 


States 
since 
its 
than two centur- 
the 
United 
founding less 
ics ago. 
Likewise, no nation has pro­ 
duced a higher standard for all 
its people. 
Yet, in the face of this vast 
achievement, there are countless 
people in America today who 


would further stifle the spirit of 
enterprise and ambition by de­ 
stroying incentive through the 
power of tax. 
However, let’* not dwell upon j 
it. 
It comes to mind now be­ 
cause so many of us have been 
engaged in filling out those puz­ 
zling forms sent to us by the 
Revenue Departm ent, and by our 
S tate Tax departments. 
(Some 
of you readers, 
however, are 
spared this problem of making 
out your state income tax. 
You 
are 
indeed 
fortunate, 
but 
no 
doubt* other taxes in your state 
make up for the saving you have 
in your income taxes). 
As we are about to hear con- i 
gressional debates on the arm ed 1 
forces and the necessary ex­ 
penditures which will continue 
to confront us because of the 
dangers of war, the Rum inator 
couldn't help but be impressed 
by 
something 
cynically

m arked by Upton Close In his 
little “letter” called “Close-Up.” \ 
Let us understand, w rites Close, 
that “the only sound reason for 
going to w ar is to protect our 
own vital interests; not to make 
the world safe for communism.” 
He then reprints a rather fa­ 
mous letter w ritten by Sidney 
Smith, English clergyman, to 
the British prime m inister's wife 
in the 1830’s: 
“For God's sake, do not drag 
me into another war! I am worn 
down and worn out with cru­ 
sading and defending 
Europe 
and mankind. I MUST think a 
little of myself. I am sorry for 
the Spaniards; I am sorry for 
the Greeks; I deplore the fate 
of the Jews; the people of the 
Sandwich Islands are groaning 
under 
the 
most 
detestable 
tyranny; Bagdad is oppressed; , 
I do not like the present state 
of the Delta; Thibet is not com­ 
fortable. 
“Am I to fight for all these : 
people? The world is bursting 
with sin and sorrow’. 
We have just done saving Eu- 
rope and I am afraid the con­ 
sequences will be that we shall 
cut each other's throats. No 


war, dear Lady Grey! No elo­ 
quence; but apathy, selfishness, 
common sense, and arithm atic. 
I 
beseech 
you, 
secure 
Lord 
Grey's swords and pistols, as 
the housekeeper did Don Quiz- 
ote’s arm or. . . .” 
It is entertaining and inform ­ 
ative to ijcad things of this kind 
once in a while, if only to re­ 
mind ourselves that other prob­ 
lems at other times confused 
the populace and thinking peo­ 
ple as do our problems today. 
U nfortunately, no philosopher 
has yet explained why it is that 
in the history of the world 
there have been many more 
years when w ars persisted than 
there have oeen years of uni­ 
versal peace. This thought oc­ 
curs to millions at the Easter 
season, but the answer remains 


shrouded in the mysteries of hu­ 
man behavior. 
When you review’ the wars 
we have entered, since 1917, 
and the results we have gained, 
you are inclined to share Sid­ 
ney Sm ith's appeal of a cen­ 
tury and a quarter ago, and to 
agree that perhaps the only pol­ 
icy we should adopt here in 
America is to fight only to pro­ 
tect our vital interest, as Close 
says. However, this becomes an 
“isolationist creed” 
and most 
unpopular today. Is there truly 
any other policy for the long 
run?

EDUCATION IN VIRGINIA 
While in Richmond, Virginia, some time ago, 
I picked u p one of those local qu arrels which hav e 
a national interest. The fight was between the 
State Departm ent of Edu cation and the “Rich­ 
mond News Leader,” which raised the issu e of a 
pro-socialist direction in the school sy stem. 
To me, it was interesting how long it takes 
citizens and parents to discov er what is being 
tau ght to their children. Take it one way or the 
other on any qu estion, the responsibility for the 
u pbringing of the child remains, in ou r civ iliza­ 
tion, with the parent who has ev ery right to qu es­ 
tion the wisdom of the professional edu cator. If 
the parent cannot prev ent the teacher from cor­ 
ru pting the mind and morals of the child—from 
the parents’ point of v iew—he can withdraw the 
child from that particu lar school. 
Perhaps that ex plains the ex pansion of the 
independent and parochial schools, parents going 
to the dou ble cost of pay ing for pu blic and for 
independent or parochial edu cation in preference 
to permitting their children to go to schools which 
the parents find to be inadequ ate or ev en ev il. 
So the “Richmond News Leader” discov ered a 
“Cou rse 
of 
Stu dy 
lor 
Virginia 
Elementary 
Schools, Grades I-VII.” This 5 5 3-page v olu me was 
first pu blished in 1943 and has been u sed since. 
The philosophic doctrine of Marx ism is that 
man is a produ ct of his env ironment and of the 
tools he u ses for a liv elihood. Whoev er controls 
the env ironment controls the natu re and charac­ 
ter of man. Morals and ethics are thu s determined 
solely 
by env ironmental 
materialistic circu m­ 
stances. 
Now, this cou rse of stu dy is designed for small 
children u p to the age of 12 or 13, their most 
formativ e y ears. Here then are some ex cerpts 
from this cou rse of stu dy : 
1. “Man’s thinking grows ou t of his ex perience 
with indiv idu als, grou ps, and natu re.” 
(What 
abou t books, * philosophies, precepts?) 
2. “Personal liberty is decreased as man in­ 
creases his control of natu re and society .”

5 . “Indiv idu als compose a democratic society 
when all members u nderstand and are interested 
in the common pu rpose of the grou p and regu late 
their activ ities accordingly .” 
6. “Democracy dignifies work and makes all 
v alu es av ailable to the common man.” 
7. “Indiv idu als and powerfu l minorities hav e 
alway s sou ght to control and to su bju gate the 
masses.”

8 . “Many of the significant mov ements of his­ 
tory hav e been cau sed by man’s effort to throw' 
off the y oke of oppression and slav ery .” 
9. “Economic imperialism, nationalism, the lag

The friends o f day light-sav ing hav e been 
making pro gress in an unex pected quarter. 
The jo int J udiciary Co mmittee o f the Co n­ 
necticut legislature has appro v ed a bill ex ­ 
tending the present o peratio n o f the plan 
thro ugh Octo ber, in place o f the present 
terminatio n o n the last Sunday in Septem­ 
ber. The railro ads and utility co rpo ratio ns 
were particularly desiro us o f the ex tensio n 
so as to simplify their o peratio ns, which 
ex tend to New Yo rk and Massachusetts. 
A few y ears ago Co nnecticut was reputed 
to be v ehemently o ppo sed to day light sav ­ 
ing. Its legislature, who se appo rtio nment 
giv es the small to wns ino rdinate represen­ 
tatio n, at o ne time is said to hav e fo rbidden 
any clo ck o n public display to sho w o ther 
than standard time. The state seems to 
hav e go t bey o nd that no w. 
New Yo rk and New’ J ersey hav e also 
v o ted to ex tend day light sav ing, tho ugh the 
New J ersey Senate wo uld make its actio n 
co ntingent o n similar actio n by Pennsy l­ 
v ania and Delaware. 
At any rate the city dwellers, who gen­ 
erally like day light sav ing, appear to be 
getting their innings. Usually in state leg­ 
islatures the v icto ry is to the rural inhabi­ 
tants, so me o f who m find the sy stem tro u­ 
bleso me.

That Bo dy o f Yo urs

CANCER OF THE PROSTATE 
It may come as a su rprise to learn ju st how 
common carcinoma (cancer» of the prostate is 
among ou r male popu lation. We are told that ap­ 
prox imately 15 per cent of all men ov er the age 
of 5 5 who hav e had post mortem ex amination 
hav e been shown to hav e definite cancer of the 
prostate althou gh it may not hav e been cau sing 
noticeable sy mptoms in all cases. It also has been 
shown that abou t 20 to 25 per cent of all patients 
who need treatm ent for obstru ction of the neck 
of the bladder hav e cancer of the prostate. 
What can be done for these cases? At present 
the most effectiv e ty po of treatm ent is su rgical 
remov al of the disease in its early stages. Unfor­ 
tu nately , the cancer starts in the ou ter part of 
the prostate in 19 ou t of 20 cases so that the 
sy mptoms of obstru ction of the bladder neck and 
other sy mptoms du e to cancer do not occu r early . 
The sy mptoms occu r late in the disease when the 
tu mor has progressed to the u rethra 
(canal 
throu gh which the u rine is discharged» , distorting 
it and interfering with u rination, or when the 
tu mor has spread and cau ses pain. 
How can we discov er cancer of the prostate 
early enou gh? “Early diagnosis can be made only 
by means of rou tine ex amination of the rectu m 
and stu dy of any su spiciou s areas fou nd.” If su ch 
a su spiciou s area is fou nd, the patient is u nder 
7 0 and in good phy sical condition, Xray films 
shou ld be made to make su re that the trou ble is 
not a little calcified lu mp or stone. 
If none is 
fou nd and if there is no pu s in the u rine or a 
tenderness ov er ‘the area which may be du e to 
some infection going on which shou ld clear u p 
within the cou rse of a week or two of proper 
treatm ent, then the fu rther step of biopsy shou ld 
be considered. Biopsy is obtaining a small section 
of the su spetced tissu e and ex amining it u nder 
microscope for cancer cells. 
Once the definite diagnosis of cancer is made, 
su rgical remov al of all or part of the prostate is 
considered the best treatm ent in those 7 0 or 
y ou nger and in good phy sical condition. There are 
certain disadv antages to this operation which the 
su rgeon will ex plain, nev ertheless it is the best 
means 
preserv ing life in these cases that we 
know of so far. 
In those patients in whom the tu mor has 
spread bey ond th^ borders of prostate, cu re is 
rarely obtained bu t they can be helped by re­ 
mov ing as mu ch of the tu m or as possible and 
then u sing v ariou s X-ray treatm ent. 
Treatm ent by gland su bstances su ch as stil- 
bestrol is often u sed along with both su rgery and 
X-ray treatm ent as in some patients it apparently 
slows u p the grow'th of the cancer. 
The important thing to remember for men 
of middle age is to hav e rou tine phy sical ex am­ 
inations. alway s inclu ding rectal ex amination. 
Tv erv six months so that any beginning cancer 
may be cau ght at as early a stage as possible..

Commission as a formal applica­ 
tion for higher tariff rates. Bu t 
hearings of the Hou se Way s and 
Means and Senate Finance Com­ 
mittees are stu dded with state­ 
ments 
from 
trade 
association 
representativ es, telling how im­ 
portant they are. 
If past actions are any mea­ 
su re, their chances for getting 
relief u nder the “escape clau se” 
of thè reciprocal trade agree­ 
ments act are pretty slim. Of 
5 9 applications filed for su ch re­ 
lief since 1948 . only fiv e hav e 
been granted. 
They were on women’s fu r felt

The social secu rity pensions 
established by Congress are not 
good enou gh for me, they are 
good enou gh for '’the people” 
bu t I am better than “the peo­ 
ple” *and therefore deserv e high­ 
er pension pay ments. These ru n 
as high as $7 5 ,000 in many pri 
v ate bu siness corporations. 
In 
the gov ernment, they ru n as 
high as $45 0 a week. 
Congress­ 
men, bu reau crats, ju dges, law­ 
y ers, income-tax fly cops, gov er­ 
nors, may ors and tax consu mers 
of cou ntless other descriptions 
are eligible for these pensions. In 
joining these pension sy stems, 
we endorse the proposition that 
“the people” are inferior crea­ 
tu res who hav e an obligation to 
contribu te to ou r pensions and to 
gu arantee them as a responsi­ 
bility of the treasu ry . The sav ­ 
ings of the people are not gu ar­ 
anteed. 
When

sav ed a little money by self- 
denial and inv est it in shares 
of big corporations, they are 
actu ally pay ing for the priv ilege 
of prov iding corporation ex ecu ­ 
tiv es and wage employ es with 
an income when they fall sick 
or retire.

“The 
people” may receiv e the sad 
news that there will be no 
div idends this qu arter bu t they 
hav e to pay pensions ou t of the 
company ’s reserv e. If it comes 


panic prices, the pensioners get 
first crack at the proceeds. This 
property is actu ally the ’ prop­ 
erty of the shareholders bu t

may be nothing left and the 
shareholders may be wiped ou t. 
That wou ld be v ery sad. 
It is tru e that I pay a small

to

passing a law compelling con­ 
gressmen to report their accu m­ 
u lating pensions right as in­ 
come? There is no other way to 
bring them into the income-tax 
sy stem and Congress will not do 
it, so it won’t be done. That fact 
protects the employ es of priv ate 
corporations, whether $100,000- 
a-y ear ex ecu tiv es or $20-a-day 
wage-earners, from tax ation on 
their “fringes.” If Congress de­ 
cided to tax their “fringes,” the 
same principle wou ld bring con- 
g r e s s i o n a l “fringes” within 
scope.

EDUCATION IN VIRGINIA 
While in Richmond, Virginia, some time ago, 
I picked up one of those local quarrels which have 
a national interest. The fight was between the 
State Department of Education and the “Rich­ 
mond News Leader,"’ which raised the issue of a 
pro-socialist direction in the school system. 
To me, it was interesting how long it takes 
citizens and parents to discover what is being 
taught to their children. Take it one way or the 
other on any question, the responsibility for the 
upbringing of the child remains, in our civiliza­ 
tion, with the parent who has every right to ques­ 
tion the wisdom of the professional educator. If 
the parent cannot prevent the teacher from cor­ 
rupting the mind and morals of the child—from 
the parents" point of view—he can withdraw the 
child from that particular school.

FOR LONGER DAYS 
The friends of daylight-saving have been 
making progress in an unexpected quarter. 
The joint Judiciary Committee of the Con­ 
necticut legislature has approved a bill ex­ 
tending the present operation of the plan 
through October, in place of the present 
termination on the last Sunday in Septem­ 
ber. The railroads and utility corporations 
were particularly desirous of the extension 
so as to simplify their operations, which 
extend to New York and Massachusetts. 
A few years ago Connecticut was reputed 
to be vehemently opposed to daylight sav­ 
ing. Its legislature, whose apportionment 
gives the small towns inordinate represen­ 
tation, at one time is said to have forbidden 
any clock on public display to show other 
than standard time. The state seems to 
have got beyond that now. 
New York and New Jersey have also 
voted to extend daylight saving, though the 
New Jersey Senate would make its action 
contingent on similar action by Pennsyl­ 
vania and Delaware. 
At any rate the city dwellers, who gen­ 
erally like daylight saving, appear to be 
getting their innings. Usually in state leg­ 
islatures the victory is to the rural inhabi­ 
tants, some of whom find the system trou­ 
blesome.

Once the definite diagnosis of cancer is made | 
surgical removal of all or part of the prostate is 
considered the best treatment in those 70 or 
younger and in good physical condition. There are 
certain disadvantages to this operation which the 
surgeon will explain, nevertheless it is the best 
means of preserving life in these cases that we 
know of so far. 
In those patients in whom the tumor has 
spread beyond tM borders of prostate, cure is 1 
rarely obtained but they can be helped by re- 
moving as much of the tumor as possible and 
then using various X-ray treatment. 
Treatment by gland' substances such as st ii- 
bestrol is often used along with both surgery and 
X-ray treatment as in some patients it apparently 
slows up the growth of the cancer. 
The important thing to remember for men 
of middle age is to have routine physical exam­ 
inations. alw av s including rectal examination, 
every six months so that any beginning cancer 
may be caught at as early a stage as possible.
